Belgium 

New  design  5 franc  pieces  in  nickel 
have  recently  been  issued  in  Belgium. 
These  are  somewhat  plain  and  are  in 
very  low  relief.  Following  the  usual 


custom,  part  of  the  issue  is  struck  with 
the  inscription  in  Flemish  and  the  other 
part  with  the  inscription  in  French.  In 
this  case  the  obverses  are  alike,  and  the 
reverses  differ  only  in  the  words  BELGIE 
and  BELGIQUE.  The  edges  show  a 


reeding  and  also  the  name  of  the  coun- 
try in  the  two  languages.  The  issue  is 
dated  1936. 

Belgian  Congo 

A new  five  franc  piece  of  this  colony 
of  a yellowish  nickel  alloy  has  just  made 
its  appearance.  The  obverse  in  very 
low  relief  is  the  same  as  the  nickel 
pieces  for  Belgium  described  elsewhere. 
The  reverse  has  a lion  walking  to  left, 
below  which  a star,  the  symbol  of  the 
Belgium  Congo,  and  5 FR.  The  inscrip- 
tion at  top  and  bottom  in  the  two 
languages  of  Belgium  says  "Bank  of 
Belgian  Congo".  This  is  a perfectly 
good  governmental  coin  but  being  of  a 


high  value  in  inferior  metal  is  nothing 
but  a token  and  comes  out  under  the 
subterfuge  of  a bank  issue.

Trajan's  Forum  and  the  Basilica  Ulpia 

^CORA  and  basilicae"  are  inextric- 

* ably  linked  as  a consequence  of 
their  early  association  and  complemen- 
tary functions. 

The  forum  may  best  be  defined  as  an 
open  plaza,  usually  rectangular  in  shape, 
bordered  by  temples,  public  buildings, 
porticos  and  shops;  serving  as  a market 
and  common  meeting  place  where  finan- 
cial, judiciary  and  political  matters  could 
be  conveniently  transacted.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  find  a better  example 
of  these  typical  centers  of  Roman  life 
than  the  renowned  "Forum  Romanum". 
Here,  the  tribesmen  of  Latium  bartered 
farm  produce  for  domestic  utensils  and 
formulated  the  first  simple,  but  just, 
laws  on  which  the  future  greatness  of 
Rome  was  largely  based.  The  gradual 
evolution  of  Roman  law  and  order,  from 
the  somewhat  tumultuous  convocations 
of  the  clans  or  gens  to  the  more  orderly 
procedures  of  the  Senate,  closely  paral- 
lels the  growth  of  the  city  from  its 
original  status  as  a provincial  town  to 
the  later  world-metropolis.  Here  too, 
political  oratory  assumed  the  propor- 
tions of  a science,  in  the  hands  of  such 
masters  of  the  craft  as  Cicero  and  Mark 
Anthony;  the  "rostrum",  or  public  ad- 
dress platform  near  the  Senate  house, 
becoming  the  focal  point  of  Roman 
thought.  To  the  present  day  the 
"forum"  is  synonymous  with  a public 
discussion.  We,  as  numismatists,  should 
also  be  particularly  interested  in  know- 
ing that  the  stalls  of  the  "argentarii"  or 


money  changers  were  generally  located 
in  these  squares. 

Cold  or  rainy  days  must  often  have 
played  havoc  with  the  business  and 
political  life  of  the  city,  for,  as  early  as 
1 84  B.C.,  we  find  Cato  the  Censor 
erecting  a large  covered  hall  called  the 
"Basilica  Porcia"  adjacent  to  the  Forum, 
to  act  as  a court  of  justice — and  in  a 
secondary  sense  as  a banking  house — no 
doubt  as  a solution  to  this  problem.  In 
shape  these  buildings  were  almost 
identical  with  the  present  day  Catholic 
churches,  of  the  same  name,  frequently 
seen  in  Italy;  which  were  of  course 
modeled  after  the  Republican  or  later 
Imperial  basilicae.  Simplicity  and 
dignity  were  evident  in  every  line  of 
these  edifices  from  the  spacious  rec- 
tangular central  hall  to  the  pillared 
aisles  enclosing  it  on  all  four  sides.  A 
constantly  shifting  crowd  might  amuse 
itself  here  listening  to  the  wrangling 
of  lawyers  and  court  decisions  on  cases 
ranging  from  petty  larceny  to  the  dep- 
osition of  the  corrupt  governor  of  a 
province.  Business  deals  of  immense 
scope  were  frequently  consummated 
between  Roman  magnates  in  the  Aemil- 
ian  Julian  (erected  by  Julius  Caesar 
and  named  for  his  gens)  or  other 
basilicae  also  abutting  on  the  Forum. 

With  the  advent  of  imperial  magnifi- 
cence the  construction  of  public  fora, 
now  the  exclusive  prerogative  of  the 
emperor,  was  indulged  in  on  a vast 
scale;  Augustus,  Vespasian,  Nerva  and 
finally  Trajan  each  striving  to  surpass 
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fig.  2 


his  predecessor  in  beautifying  the  city 
and  incidentally  perpetuating  his  name 
in  the  memory  of  future  generations. 
As  an  instrument  of  self-expression  and 
self-glorification,  a better  means  of  at- 
taining this  end  could  scarcely  have 
been  devised.  Whereas  the  Roman 
Forum  was  composed  of  a heterogene- 
ous assemblage  of  buildings  represent- 
ing successive  stages  in  the  growth  of 
the  city;  the  imperial  fora  centered 
around  the  personality  of  the  emperor 
and  were  designed  according  to  a uni- 
fied plan.  Obviously,  freedom  of 
speech  on  political  subjects  was  not  en- 
couraged in  these  precincts — the  empire 
being,  as  yet,  quite  young.  All  the  re- 
ligious, financial,  and  judicial  feafures 
of  the  "Forum  Romanum"  were,  how- 
ever, retained  in  these  new  civic  centers. 

Trajan,  wisely  choosing  the  great 
Apollodorus  of  Damascus  (a  man  of 
brilliant  conceptions)  as  architect  and 
engineer  was  amply  rewarded  in  the 
creation  of  his  masterpiece;  a forum  so 
majestic  in  appearance  as  to  command 
the  awe-struck  admiration  of  every 
visitor  to  the  city  and  in  size  almost 


equalling  the  combined  area  of  all  the 
earlier  imperial  fora. 

We  are  definitely  handicapped  in  our 
efforts  to  visualize  this  huge  undertaking 
by  the  total  absence  of  any  Roman  coin 
showing  it  in  its  entirety,  and  must  con- 
tent ourselves  with  the  piecemeal  repre- 
sentation of  its  component  parts  be- 
queathed to  us  by  the  Trajanic  die-en- 
gravers. As  we  approach  from  the 
south,  the  first  object  to  attract  our 
attention  is  the  propylon  or  entrance 
gateway  (fig.  I),  piercing  the  high  wall 
of  the  forum  enclosure  near  its  center. 
It  was  really  a triumphal  arch  dedicated 
to  the  emperor  and  was  handsomely 
decorated  with  the  usual  marble  statu- 
ary, medallions,  bronze  quadriga  and 
trophies.  We  now  pass  into  the  forum 
proper,  a rectangle  350  feet  by  290 
feet,  and  are  dazzled  by  the  beauty  of 
the  statuary  and  varieqated  marbles 
spread  before  our  eyes.  Facing  us,  in 
the  center,  is  a bronze  equestrian  statue 
of  Trajan,  and  looming  behind,  the 
facade  of  the  "Basilica  Ulpia"  (fig.  2). 
To  the  right  and  left,  we  note  a con- 
tinuous portico  or  colonnade  inter- 
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spersed  with  marble  statues  and  backed 
by  two  large  semi-circular  buildings  (the 
emperor's  thoughtful  provision  for  the 
shop-keepers),  deeply  recessed  into  the 
Quirinal  and  Capitoline  hills.  An  in- 
scription on  Trajan's  column  indicates 
that  it  was  necessary  to  excavate  to  the 
depth  of  100  feet  in  creating  his  Forum. 
The  "Basilica  U I pi  a " , named  in  honor  of 
Trajan's  gens  or  family,  now  invites  our 
closer  inspection.  The  front  elevation, 
faced  with  marble  and  adorned  with 
one  central  bronze  quadriga  and  two 
flanking  bronze  bigae  in  addition  to  the 
customary  friezes,  statuary  and  trophies, 
runs  lengthwise  of  the  building  and  com- 
pletely closes  the  far  side  of  the  forum. 
We  will  now  enter  and  try  to  imagine 
ourselves  in  the  great  nave  or  central 
court  of  the  basilica.  The  pavement  be- 
neath our  feet  is  a mosaic  of  colored 
marbles  and  the  rectangular  hall  in 
which  we  are  standing,  290  feet  by  84 
feet,  is  surrounded  by  a double  row  of 
96  Corinthian  columns  supporting  a gal- 
lery which  covers  the  side  aisles.  If  we 
glance  towards  either  end  we  will  see 
one  of  the  two  semi-circular  apses  used 
as  tribunals  of  justice,  and,  if  we  are 
indeed  fortunate,  obtain  entry  to  the 
two  libraries  or  reading  rooms  located 
at  the  back  of  the  basilica.  One  of 
these  housed  the  works  of  Greek  au- 
thors and  the  other  of  Latin.  The  walls 
of  these  rooms  were  embellished  with 
busts  of  many  famous  writers  of  an- 
tiquity. Behind  the  basilica,  in  the  small 
atrium  or  courtyard  formed  by  the  two 
projecting  libraries,  we  note  the  famous 
"cochlid"  column  of  Trajan  described  in 
Part  Two;  and  facing  it,  a temple, 
flanked  by  two  porticos  (composed  of 
Corinthian  columns)  of  the  same  general 
style  as  that  which  encloses  the  main 
forum.  In  fig.  3,  a contemporary  ses- 
tertius of  Trajan,  we  probably  have  an 
illustration  of  this  temple,  although  some 
archaeologists  suggest  that  it  was  not 
completed  in  his  reign,  but  rather  in 
that  of  his  successor,  Hadrian. 

Trajan's  forum  was  dedicated  in  113 
A.D.  and  the  cost  defrayed  from  the 


spoils  of  the  Dacian  wars.  The  "Arch 
of  Constantine"  in  Rome  is  largely 
decorated  with  medallions  and  statues 
taken  from  this  forum. 

Trajan's  Bridge  Over  the  Danube 

Up  to  this  point  we  have  confined 
ourselves  to  a study  of  public  works  in 
Rome  or  the  nearby  Ostia.  We  now 
take  a long  jump  to  the  newly  con- 
quered Roman  province  of  Dacia;  a 
region  lying  to  the  north  of  the  lower 
Danube  and  roughly  equivalent  to  the 
present  Roumania.  (The  Roumanians, 
by  the  very  name  of  their  country, 
proudly  proclaim  to  the  world  their 
descent  from  the  Romans). 

Before  the  legions  under  Trajan  could 
enter  Dacian  territory,  it  was  first  neces- 
sary to  cross  the  Danube.  This  was 
effected  by  means  of  a temporary  pon- 
toon bridge.  A wild  campaign  ensued, 
in  which  the  Romans  hewed  their  way 
through  virgin  forests  and  met  with 
the  most  stubborn  resistance  on  the 
part  of  the  Dacian  tribesmen.  The 
might  of  Rome,  as  usual,  prevailed; 
Dacia  was  subdued,  and  colonies  of 
Italians  founded  at  strategic  points  to 
guarantee  a lasting  pacification  of  the 
country. 

To  ensure  a safe  means  of  retreat  in 
case  of  a sudden  uprising  and  to  facili- 
tate commercial  intercourse,  Trajan  em- 
ployed his  soldiers  in  the  construction  of 
a permanent  bridge  near  the  so-called 
"Iron  Gates"  of  the  Danube.  The  piers 
were  of  stone,  but  the  individual  spans, 
of  wood  (fig.  4).  The  overall  length  of 
the  bridge  was  3,600  feet  and  the  sec- 
tions, here  illustrated,  100  to  125  feet. 
The  entire  structure  was  completed  in 
one  year.  A splendid  representation  of 
this  bridge  is  included  in  the  bas-reliefs 
of  the  Dacian  wars  on  Trajan's  column, 
and  if  one  were  to  take  a trip  to  the 
Balkans  he  could  still  see  the  stone 
foundation  which  served  as  supports  for 
the  spans.

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DORCHESTER  HOARD  OF  ROMAN  COINS 
DORSET  COUNTY  MUSEUM  DORCHESTER 


Roman  Coins  Found  At  Dorchester,  England

THIS  great  Hoard  of  over  22,000 
* pieces  was  found  in  May,  1936,  dur- 
ing building  operations  in  Dorchester. 
It  was  contained  in  a graceful  bronze 
jug,  a bronze  bowl,  and  a wooden  keg, 
bound  with  bronze.  The  last  was  very 
decayed  but  the  wood  has  been  identi- 
fied as  yew.  The  coins  are  all  antonini- 
ani,  two-denarius  pieces,  of  billon  and 
bear  no  sign  of  having  been  in  circula- 
tion, so  the  presumption  is  that  they 
were  official  treasure.  They  range  from 
Caracalla  to  Gallienus  and  Valerian  II. 
They  had  been  carefully  buried  in  the 
neighborhood  of  a large  Roman  build- 
ing, within  the  town  of  DVRNOVARIA 
— the  modern  Dorchester. 

According  to  English  Law,  a Cor- 
oner's Inguest  had  to  enquire  into  the 
find,  and  holding  them  to  be  "Treasure 
Trove"  it  ordered  them  (in  old-fashioned 
legal  language)  "to  be  seized  into  the 
hands  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King." 


This  means  nowadays  that  they  were 
held  to  be  national  property  and  they 
were  therefore  sent  to  the  British 
Museum  for  examination,  so  that  all  pos- 
sible knowledge  should  be  obtained. 
The  British  Museum,  as  it  has  the  right, 
retained  all  it  wanted  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  Dorchester  Museum  were 
also  satisfied;  but  the  finder  (not  the 
owner  of  the  land  on  which  they  were 
found)  received  full  value  as  coins,  and 
not  as  mere  metal,  for  all  so  retained. 
The  balance  was  given  to  the  finder  as 
his  reward,  to  do  with  as  he  wished. 

By  this  policy,  it  is  to  the  advantage 
of  the  finder  of  treasure  to  declare  it  to 
the  proper  authorities.  He  receives  a 
far  greater  reward  than  the  amount  he 
would  get  if  he  tried  to  sell  it  illicitly, 
and  this,  as  far  as  possible,  ensures  that 
such  treasure  will  be  examined  by  com- 
petent authorities  and  that  no  archae- 
ological information  will  be  lost. 
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Sightseeing  in  the  British  Isles 
Via  CONDOR  TOKENS

From  St.  Bartholomew's  we  proceed 
south  and  east  towards  the  Bank  ot 
England,  visiting  on  the  way  the 
churches  of  St.  Ann's  (No.  14)  and  St. 
Botolph  (No.  15)  of  Aldersgate,  and  St. 
Mary's  of  Aldermanbury  (No.  16).  Near 
the  latter  is  located  the  Guildhall  or 
Council  Hall  of  the  City  (No.  17).  This 
building  was  originally  erected  in  141  I- 
29  for  the  sittings  of  the  magistrates 
and  municipal  corporation  on  the  site 
of  an  older  hall  which  had  been  used  for 
similar  purposes.  The  Guildhall  was 
seriously  damaged  by  the  great  fire  of 
1666,  but  was  immediately  restored. 
The  unpleasing  front  which  faces  Guild- 
hall Yard  was  erected  in  1789,  with  the 
exception  of  the  porch  which  dates  back 
to  1425.  The  arms  of  the  City  with  the 
motto  "Domine  dirige  nos"  is  above  the 
door.  Among  the  treasures  containeH 
within  this  building  are  the  two  fanciful 
wooden  figures  of  Gog  and  Magog 
which  are  each  1 41/2  feet  in  height. 

From  the  Guildhall  we  again  strike 
northwards  to  pay  a flying  visit  to 
Bethlem  Hospital  (No.  18)  originally 
located  in  Bishopsgate  Street,  where  it 
was  founded  in  1247  by  Sheriff  Simon 
FitzMary  as  a priory  for  the  order  of 
St.  Mary  of  Bethlem.  This  priory 
was  seized  by  the  Crown  in  1375,  and 
beginning  with  the  year  1403  the  struc- 
tures were  used  as  an  institution  for  the 
insane.  In  1547  it  was  turned  over  to 
the  City  of  London  with  all  revenues 
accruing,  since  which  time  it  has  been 
one  of  the  "royal"  hospitals.  It  was 
moved  to  its  present  (1797)  site  in  1675. 
The  name  Bethlem  was  popularly  cor- 
rupted into  "Bedlam"  which  is  still  used 
to  describe  a collection  of  otherwise 
indescribable  sounds.  The  institution  is 
the  oldest  charitable  establishment  for 
the  insane  in  the  world. 


After  our  inspection  of  Bethlem  we 
again  turn  our  steps  southward  past  the 
churches  of  St.  Catherine  (No.  19)  and 
St.  Stephen  (No.  20)  on  Coleman  Street, 
coming  at  last  to  the  Bank  of  England 
(No.  21).  This  building  is  of  irregular 
construction  considerably  isolated  and 
of  but  one  story  in  height.  The  ex- 
ternal walls  are  entirely  without  orna- 
mentation and  windows.  The  Bank  was 
originally  founded  in  1694. 

Southeast  of  the  Bank  is  the  Royal 
Exchange  (No.  22)  originally  known  as 
the  "Burse"  and  built  and  presented  to 
the  City  in  1565-1570,  destroyed  in  the 
great  fire  of  1666  and  rebuilt  imme- 
diately thereafter. 

Southwest  lies  the  Mansion  House 
(No.  23)  built  in  1740,  serving  as  the 
home  for  several  magistrates  formerly 
residing  in  separate  establishments. 

Directly  south  of  the  Mansion  House, 
and  on  the  route  to  the  River  Thames 
we  pass  three  additional  Guild  Houses 
— The  Dyers  (No.  24),  Chandlers 
(No.  25)  and  Skinners  (No.  26).  Turning 
east  along  the  bank  of  the  river  we 
pass  London  Bridge  (No.  27)  first  com- 
pleted in  stone  during  the  year  1209. 
Some  distance  beyond  the  bridge  we 
come  to  the  Tower  (No.  28)  ancient 
fortress  and  gloomy  stateprison,  his- 
torically the  most  interesting  building  in 
the  entire  British  empire.  The  Tower 
of  London  Is  an  irregular  mass  of  build- 
ings erected  at  various  periods,  sur- 
rounded by  a battlemented  wall  and  a 
deep  moat.  The  Tower  is  east  of  the 
City  and  without  the  ancient  walls.  The 
oldest  part  is  known  as  the  White 
Tower  (said  to  owe  its  name  from  the 
fact  that  it  was  whitewashed  in  1240) 
and  was  begun  in  1078  on  a site  previ- 
ously occupied  by  two  bastions  built 
by  King  Alfred  in  885.  The  Tower  was 
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used  as  the  Royal  residence  from  the 
beginning  of  the  13th  century  until  the 
time  of  Charles  II  who  was  the  last 
monarch  to  occupy  it. 

While  there  are  still  many  interesting 
points  to  be  visited  in  the  City  our  allot- 
ted time  has  almost  all  been  spent  and 
we  must  be  satisfied  with  visiting  the 
various  halls  of  records  where  we  read 
about  Somerset  House  (No.  29)  built 
during  the  period  1776-1786  on  the  site 
of  a palace  which  the  Protector  Somer- 
set began  in  1549.  He  (the  Protector) 
was  beheaded  in  1552  and  the  palace 
became  the  property  of  the  Crown; 
the  British  Museum  (originally  the 
Montague  House  (No.  30),  opened  to 
the  public  in  1759  and  St.  James  Palace 
No.  31)  which  occupies  the  site  of  a 
hospital  for  lepers  founded  before  I 190 
and  dedicated  to  St.  James  the  Less. 
In  1532  the  building  came  into  the  pos- 
session of  Henry  VIII  who  erected  in  its 
place  a royal  palace.  Here  Queen 
Mary  died  in  1558,  and  Charles  I slept 
the  night  before  his  execution  in  1649. 
After  Whitehall  burned  in  1681  St. 
James  became  the  chief  residence  of 
the  English  kings. 

We  also  found  records  covering  the 
disposal  of  seven  of  the  old  gates  of 
the  ancient  city,  which  were  removed 
and  sold  in  the  year  1766. 

(No.  32)  Aldgate — erected  in  1609 
brought  177  pounds. 

(No.  33)  Aldersgate — 91  pounds. 

(No.  34)  Cripplegate — 90  pounds. 

(No.  35)  Ludgate — 148  pounds, 
and  Bishopsgate  (No.  36),  Moorgate 
(No.  37),  and  Bridgegate  (No.  38) 
smaller  sums.  The  records  also  made 
note  of  the  fact  that  Newgate  (No.  39) 
had  been  burnt  during  the  riots  of  1780, 
and  that  a statue  of  Queen  Mary  which 
had  stood  on  the  west  side  of  Ludgate 
had  been  purchased  by  a patriotic 
Alderman  and  set  up  against  the  west 
end  of  St.  Dunstan's  Church  where  we 
later  saw  it. 


The  time  allotted  for  our  stay  in 
London  having  come  to  a close,  we 
again  journey  towards  London  Bridge, 
passing  on  our  way  the  Monument 
(No.  40)  erected  in  1677  to  commemo- 
rate the  great  fire  of  1666.  This  is  a 
doric  column  surmounted  by  a gilt 
representation  of  a flaming  urn.  Cross- 
ing the  bridge  we  travel  south  and 
west  through  Surrey  and  Sussex  to  the 
Town  of  Portsmouth  located  in  the 
county  of  Hampshire. 

Portsmouth  on  the  south  coast  of 
England  (seaport  of  Southampton)  is 
the  place  from  which  Admiral  Howe 
departed  on  that  glorious  First  of  June 
1 794  when  he  defeated  the  French 
Fleet.  This  town  is  a great  naval  sta- 
tion and  arsenal.  Leaving  Portsmouth 
we  journey  north  and  west  through  the 
counties  of  Hampshire  and  Wiltshire  to 
Gloucestershire,  wherein  lies  the  City  of 
Gloucester,  noted  for  its  fine  churches, 
principal  of  which  is  the  Cathedral  of 
Gloucester  (No.  41),  originating  in  the 
foundation  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Peter  in 
68 1 , the  foundations  of  the  present 
cathedral  being  laid  by  Abbot  Serlo 
between  1072  and  1104.  Other 
churches  of  special  interest  are  St. 
Mary-de-lode  erected  on  the  site  of  a 
Roman  temple  which  became  the  first 
Christian  church  in  England,  St.  Mary 
de  Crype  JNo.  42),  St.  Michael  (No.  43) 
and  St.  Nicholas  (No.  44). 

From  Gloucester  we  continue  our 
journey  north  and  west  through  the 
counties  of  Worcester,  Stafford  and 
Cheshire  into  Lancashire  where  the  City 
of  Liverpool  is  located.  There  is  little 
of  interest  left  of  the  old  City  but  in 
passing  let  us  say  that  at  one  time  the 
entire  city  belonged  to  John  of  Gaunt, 
duke  of  Lancaster  (No.  45),  who  be- 
queathed it  to  Henry  VI.  It  is  also  in- 
teresting to  note  that  at  this  particular 
period  (1787-1790)  five-sixths  of  the  en- 
tire African  slave  trade  centered  in  the 
City  of  Liverpool.

The  Viscayan  Republic 

The  Brussels  Mint  has  recently  struck 
some  nickel  coins  for  this  Basgue  Re- 
public. We  are  all  familiar  in  recent 
days  with  this  small  section  of  northern 
Spain  near  the  French  border  on  ac- 
count of  the  determined  resistance  these 


people  have  put  up  in  their  defense  of 
Bilbao  against  the  Revolutionary  forces. 
These  pieces  are  the  first  issued  by  this 
government  and  at  this  time  it  is  un- 


certain whether  the  Belgium  Mint  was 
able  to  make  delivery  of  the  coins. 

The  pieces  are  of  nickel  of  the  de- 
nomination of  two  and  one  pesetas.  The 
obverse  shows  a head  of  Liberty  cut  in 
the  usual  low  relief  of  the  recent  Belgian 


mint  work.  The  inscription  reads 
GOBIERNO  DE  EUZKADI,  which  is 
probably  the  Basque  name  for  Viscaya. 
This  inscription,  however,  appears  to  be 
in  Spanish  rather  than  in  the  Basque 
language.  The  reverses  simply  have  the 
value  and  date  in  a closed  wreath.
